Canton spent a slecpless night 
as warplanes, flying in mass 
formation, roared overhead.

Fifteen of the machines tool off fur 
an unknown destination as soon us 
they had refueled at  Tinhoe 
Aerodrome.

A Chinese Air Force spokesman 
told United Press this morning that 
further 56 mochines, making a2 
total of 70, will arrive in Canton 
hefore the week-end.

The Committee definitely mentions 
these offences In Its summary of 
recommendations and suggests repeal 
of the power to flog for them. 

Ag the result of analysing cases and 
Inter records of men who had been 
fogged, the Committee say 

“It Is essentially an unconstcuc- 
tive penalty. At the best, ft can 
excrolse no positive retormative 
influence; at the worst, it may pro- 
duco reactions which make the in- 
dividual who receives it icss will- 

Ing, or less able, than he was be- 

fore to Icad an honest and uncful 

life In the community.” 

Birching is not considered a sult+ 
able court penalty for young offen- 
ders, and it is. recommended that all 
such powers of existing court of 
summary jurisdiction should be re- 
pealed, 

Repeal is also urged of all powers 
of superior courts to pass sentences 
of corporal punishment on boys un- 
der 16 for various offences,

The chairman of the Committee 
was the Hon, Edward Cadogan, The 
other members were: Margarct 
Lady Ampthill, Mrs. E. A. Astley 
Professor J. L. Brierly, Mr. E. Ford 
Duncanson.

The note to be sent to London 
will, it is understood, merely state 
the Government's intention to Invoke 
the escalator clause and will give no 
indication of size of future ships. 


British policy in this matter will, it 
Is understood, be influenced by the 
result of the contacts now being made 
with France, Germany and Russia, 
as well as by the outcome of informal 
talks with Ttaly, 


AH these Powers, except the bist 
named, wre associated with the Lon- 
don Treaty, and all are isnown to 
be anxious to keep the size, and 
therefore the cost, of future wwarships 
within the narrowest Jimits possible. 
As far as Britain is concerned, it 
1s, however, to be feared: that she 
will be driven by circumstances to 
build larger battleships and cruisers, 
since her strategic commitments ¢x- 
tend far beyond European waters, 
nnd she cannot afford to bulld vessels

KILLED 


Alleged Atrocities 
By Japanese 


“Purther oileged Japanese atrocitles 
were .reported to the Water Police 
last night, in statements that two 
fishermen had been brutally done-to 
Genth and their Ashing junks set on 
fire. ha 

The first report was made by Li 
You-shing, 42, master of a fishing 
Junk, who snid he left San Mei on 
May 5 on a fishing trip with 18 per- 
sons on board, Another june be-~ 
longing to hts brother Li Tak-wong 
Ieft at the same time. 

About 20 minutes loter, Japanese 
saHors in a motor boat from a tva 
funneled warship flying the Japanese 
flag approached them and the crews 
of both Junks took to their sampans 
and rowed ashore. 

The junks were then set aflre by 
the Japanese, 

Later in the evening, Li Tak-wong 
und three fokis went on to their juni 
to try and put out the fire, but under 
cover of darkness, the Japonese re- 
turned, 

"Rwu of Lae fokis Jumped overboard, 
but Lt Tuk-wong and Leong Po were 
Inter found dead on the deck of the 
burnt Juak. = 

Both were found to have suffered 
terrible head Injuries, and Li's head 
had been almost revered from nis 
body. 

The two Junks were later recover- 
ed and taken te Aberdeen arriving on 
May 9, 

Another report was made by Liu 
Lin-fat, 35, master of a fishing junk 
in which he awleged that Japa 
from a similar warship tad ordere | 
tne crew to leave in a sampan, after 
which they had set fire to ft. 

The Incident happened when ‘ie 
was sailing near Sam Mun and Wai- 
lan on May 6. ‘They were brougit 
to Hongkeng In another fishing junc 
belonging to Chan Lim-mun. Cho's 
gunk was also boarded by the Japan- 
ere but not damaged.

JAPANESE LOSSES 


Livan, May. 10. 

In a ‘chance encounter in the 
vicinity of Yistnotsl north of Fenz- 
tal, uo strong force of Chinese troops 
sueceeded in disnrming and_captur- 
ing olive more than 200 Japanese 
soldiers yesterday morning. 

The Chinese detachment: was push- 
ing northward from Fengtat to turn 
the flank of the Japanese line on 
the north bank of the Hwai River, 
when it was challenged by over 400 
mounted Japanese troops at Yisiao- 
tsi, 

Taking advantage of their superior 
number, the Chinese forces in the 
ensuing encounter completely sur- 
rounded the Japanese and warned 
them to surrender. 

The Japanese, realizing that all 
thelr retreat has been-cut, finally 
turned over their arms and were 
made coptives by the Chinese troops. 

In addition to some 200 men who 
surrendered themselves, twenty four 
horses, 200 rifles and several Tight 
machine-guns were also seized by 
the Chinese. —Central News.

HEALTH 


The health of the community 
is the concern of every person 
in it. Hongkong has yet to 
learn that lesson; and, without 
a realisation of individual 
responsibility, a Colony of this 
sort and size must depend upon 
its medical services to a greater 
extent than is the case in more 
ativanced countries. This is not 
to say that the medical services 
here lack anything in comparison 
with any others anywhere. 
Criticism, if there can be any, 
js of the generally apathetic 
attitude of the general public 
which, either through ignorance 
or a misconceived fatalism, does 
not tuke the proper precautions 
for safeguarding its own health 
and must be watched and goaded 
and fined, sometimes, for its 
own protection, But while there 
is no fault to be found with the 
medical service ‘existing, -so far 
as efficiency and conscientious- 
neas are concerned, there does 
seem to be x lack of foresight on 
the part of the Government in 
the’ matter of provision for 
possible emergencies. In.other 
words, there is. rather more than 
a suggestion that the numerical 
strength of the medical authori-' 
ties is insufficient, and that the 
isolation accommodation offering 
is searcely adequate. ; 


It is recognised that Hong- 
kong is carrying an excess popu- 
lation of some hundreds of 
thousands of persons. But as 
long as these people are allowed 
to come into the Colony—and 
how can they ‘be denied 
sanctuary ?—Government should 
make every effort to protect 
their health and the health of 
the ordinary, permanent resident 
by providing every, means avail. 
able. for fighting disease and 
caring for sufferers. It is not &' 
pleasant thing to think what 
might have happened to the 
patients under. canvas at the 
Kwong © Wah ' Hospital, for 
Instance, but for the, splendid 
work of the hospital staff on the 
night . when ‘the typhoon 
threatened last week. It is not 
a pleasant thing to think’ that a 
Colony of :this size still has no 
adequate isolation hospital. And 
it is. a still more unpleasant thing 
to realiso that with war all 
about ‘Hongkong the . danger.

MPHE greatness of “modern Hongkong owes much tb the en- - 
terprise and foresight of the Colony’s first Governor— Sir 


Henry Pottinger. 


HE was one of the most interesting as well as romantic person- 
alities who has ever been resident here, and his record: of 
deeds accomplished for the future of the Colony is more re- 
markable when viewed in the light of the brevity of his sojourn 


in the Far East.

Slr Henry Pottinger was born near 
Belfast, Ircland {n the year 1791. He 
was the fifth son of Eldred Curwen 
Pottinger, Esq. of Mount Pottinger, 
County of Down. Being the younger 
non of a large family, his future pros~ 
pects in the land of his birth did not 
seem any too bright. He was, how- 
ever, a lad of parts and before he was 
ten, he was determined to sce the 
great world that Iny outside the tiny 
sphere of hla paternal home. India, 
at this time, was the great magnet for 
red-blooded young Britons,’ for the 
great deeds wrought by such men as 
Robert Clive and Warren Hastings 
had stirred the juvenile imagination. 
Thus at the nge of thirteen, he deter- 
mined to follow In his heroes’ foot~ 
steps, and at this tender oge he left 
for the lund of his dreams and future 
hopes, where, incidentally, he was to 
spend some thirty-seven years In the 
service of the Honourable East India 
Compnny,. 

His career in India did not com- 
mence os others did with a mere 
clerkship in the offices of the Com- 
pany, but was instead the more ro- 
mantic vocation of .« Cadet in the 
Acmy, enlisting in the 7th Regiment 
Bombay N.I. His promotion was 
rapid and at the expiration of three 
yenrs he was made an Ensign, and 
two years Inter a Lieutenant, 


Indian Exploration 

To be a full-fledged Licutenant at 
the age of eighteen would be deemed 
quite an accomplishment for Jads 
nowadays; but In that romantic 
epoch, it upparently did not seem 
anything aspecially -extruordinary. 
Scarcely had he received his com- 
mission than he was despatched with 
a single compuanion;.Sir John -Mal- 
colm (then -Coloncl Malcolm) to ex- 
picre the vast ‘stretch of territory. 
stretching from northern India to 
Persian, The two . adventurers suc- 
cessfully accomplished the task and 
compiled a detailed report describ- 
ing in meticulous detail the topo- 
graphy of the rugged territory they 
traversed during ihe course of their 
journey. 


Sir Henry distinguished himself in, 
the various cnmpaigns in the Qudh, 
in which more territory was brought 
under the jurisdiction of the then 
nominal masters of British Indin— 
the Honourable East Indla Company. 
Eventually he attaincd the rank of 
Licutenant-General and was csteem- 
ed as onc of tho most capable of the 
Company's servants. 


His military acumen and gencral 
adminjstrative ability were so mark- 
ed that upon receipt of the dis- 
approval of Captain Elilot’s policy as 
Her Mujesty’s Plenipotentiary, he 
Was ordered to proceed to China und 
attempt to “undo” what had been 


forgotten; nor must the fact 
that war breeds typhus. 


This is no attempt to frighten 
anybody. It is simply a small 
effort to awaken the Colony to 
the necessity for spending money 
not alone on fortifications and 
air raid precautions. The war 
against discase is always going 
on here and because it is 
familiar, too familiar, there is 
the danger of public apathy .and 
Government over-thriftiness. It 
is suggested in all seriousness by 
medical men that the time to 
sturt fighting epidemics is be- 
fore they havo arrived. That 
reems to be the sane and sensible 
view. A million dollars above 
the ordinary medical allotment 
is not by any means too much 
to spend for the protection of A 
population of over a million

Sir Henry Pottinger arrived at 
Hongkong In H.MS. Plegeton on July 
29, 1841 bearing despatches Inform- 
ing Captain Elliot of Her Majesty's 
disnpproval and uppolnting him (Sir 
Henry) to be Plenipotentiary. After 
the departure of Captain Elliot on 
August 24, Sir Henry had a free- 
hnond and at once proceeded to carry 
out his plans for the resumption of 
the Inglorious wor with China, which 
had broken out some two years pre- 
viously over « cause which fs too 
well Ikknown to need mentioning, ‘the 
conflict was successfully terminated 
on August 17, 18439 when he gave 
orders to hts subordinates, Sir Hugh 
Gough and Sir William Parker to 
suspend hostilities. On August 29, 
the Treaty of Nanking was signed, 
confirming practically everything 
that Captain Elliet had previously 
obtained, although of course, with 
the additional concession of the 
opening of five ports to forcign trade 
—in udvantage of — tremendous 
importance when viewed in the light 
of the vast European commercial 
intercourse with the Middle Kingdom 
during the years from the mid- 
nineteenth century to the present 
day. 

First Governor 


In the Royal Charter of April 5, 
1843 establishing Hongkong as 4 
Crown Colony, Sir Henry was up- 
pointed Governor ond Commander- 
in-Chief, confirming Incidentally the 
decision of a local committee who had 
wready named htm for this important 
post, and who of course were delight-, 
ed, when the Home Government :on- 
firmed the: wisdom of their choice. 
In fact, Slr Henry as Her Majesty's 
Plenipotentiary had been carrying 
out all tha fynctlons of an adminis- 
trator since tie departure of Captain 
Kanot, and had been busily engaged 
in the task of laying out the new 
clty. In this respect, Sir Henry dis- 
played what his contemporaries were 
wont to call a “Yankee spirit;"” for 
he: pushed the settlement of the com- 
munity at a rapid pace, and was 
seemingly not at all content until he 
had whipped it into something of the 
semblance of « Colony.” The build- 
ing operations alone were in them- 
selves remarkable, and those early 
shops and dwellings were dis- 
tinguished by the solldity of thelr 
construction. Muny of the present 
streets were already lajd out, amongst 
them being Queen's Road, which then 
ts now, was considered the chicf 
thoroughfare, and the aspect of the 
intersecting streets in thelr general

juridical administration of the infant 
Colony particularly {mpressed him 
And with the end of sctting up a 
system of Courts, he proceeded to 
“coin laws almost as readily as mints 
did rupees." Twelve of his 
Ordinances formed the basis of 
future Government, and though 
hastily framed have been of such 
value as to stl] merit respect tn the 
Statutes, It was left, however, to 
the administration of his successor, 
Sir John Davis, to complete many of 
his tasks, such as for example, the 
problem of providing an efficient 
police force. Still, when one con- 
siders the practicnlly endless diMcul- 
lies which beset this great pioneer In 
his work of building up a Colony out 
of a void, one is amazed at his re- 
markable success; for he was at once, 
promoter, builder, law-giver and 
administrator. 


Feted Ih England 


Sir Henry left the Colony on June 
18, 1844, soiling for England via 
India in H.M.S, Driver. He arrived 
In Bombay on ‘July 31, and was 
royally entertained during his stay. 
The Bombay Chamber of Commerce 
In token of his lengthy career In the 
East presented him with ao address 
on August 21, and his departure for 
Nome via Egypt on the 27th was 
marked ‘with all the gala ceremony 
that the Indian people © delight ' to 
honour those of. his high rank. |. 

After his arrival in England, he, 
was made o PC, and awarded ao 
pension of £1,500 per annum, (He 
had previously been ereated a Baronct 
In 1840 ond had received the Grand 
Cross of the Bath in August 1842), 
Everywhere he went, he was acn~ 
corded courtesies of every Jind. The 
citles of England and Scotland vied 
with one another in doing him hon- 
our. London made him a member of 
some of Its corporations, and Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow not to be outdone 
conferred upon him the freedom of 
their respective cities. _ Manchester 
presented him with a magnificent 
set of plate, and Liverpool publicly 
{ected him. A 


Honours literally came to the 
veteran soldicr-administrator (rom 
every hand, and the Colonial Office 
in token of his capable showing of 
forty ycors in the Enst appointed him 
in September 1846 to be the Gover- 
nor of the Cape of Good Hope. He 
remained in this post for one year, 
and then wos nominated to serve in 
the same capacity in: Madras. Here 
he served until fhe year 1854, when 
owing to o general physical break- 
down, he was compelled to return to 
England. His health now became hls 
most pressing problem, and in a 
gaoilant endeavour to regain his crst- 
while vigour, he sought a more 
equable climate and with this end in 
view, he went to Malta. There he 
died on March 18, 1856 at the age 
of 65 years. Thus passed the man 
who “found Hongkong a rock and 
left it a city.”

“Leaving the MHft, my guide Ind me 
‘up one fight of steps so narrow thot 
a carpulent man ‘would have stuck 
tight, round unexpected corners, ond 
again up a Might of steps, which 
brought us out on the roof. Cross- 
ing-a sbort fron bridge, we entered 
unother maze until, just os I was 
besinning to fee) dizzy, I was shown 
into a tiny ten fect square, where 
sat an offleer in the unlform of a 
British Colane}.”

Impelicd purely and simply by an 
artistic interest in books, 1 picked out 
one or two volumes to look ‘at the 
bindings and illustrations. — Amongst 
others was a set. of Thackeray in 
green morocco, When’! took down 
‘Henry Esmond,’ it turned out to be 
a dummy. There was nothing to dis- 
tinguirh lt outwardly from its fellows.

Rugger As’ 
Played in New 
South Wales 


New Scrum Rules 
For League 


Sydney, Apr. 14, 

The New South. Wales Rugby 
League has decided to rovert to 
the old rule allowing balf-backs 
to put the ball into scrums. In 
an effort to “speed up” League 
games, experiments have been 
made in Sydney trial games with 
the referces putting the ball into 


scrams. 


Although the Referees Association 
war In favour of the innovation, the 
Rugby League has decided to rely 
upon the old method, The League 
also decided that the hooker be 
alowed to strike for the ball with 
‘either foot. The English rule allow- 
ing the hooker to strike only with 
the foot farthest from the side on 
which the ball enters the scrum, 
was disenrded. 


However, another English = rule 
was ndopted: by the League. In fu- 
ture, when the ball Is being played, 
one player fram euch side, to act as 
holf-bacl, will be allowed to stand 
not less than one yard behind the 
men playing the ball. All others 
must stand at feast three yards be- 
hind the player acting as half-back, 


The English rule, in these elreum- 
stances, permits men outside 0 radius 
of 10 yards to stand wherever they 
desire, 


CHANGE IN ENGLAND? 


“The play-the-ball rule is it dee 
finite improvement,” writes Claude 
Corbett, the well-known Austratian 
football 
“We saw ft In England for the frst 
time during the recent tour, and St 
wos as sitceess, «except, from one 
point of view, men being, allowed to 
Aland offside beyond the 10 yards 
radius,

A part of the city of Amoy, alleged- 
ly set on fire by the Chinese. troops 
in pursuance of their “scorched 
earth” pplley, was still burning, the

Reiterating an earlier statement 
the Japanese naval command, the 
spokesman sald that every effort 
would be mude to protect the lives 
and the property of third-party na- 
tionals ond of Chinese civilians who 
offered no resistance. 

“If the Chinese do not use the 
foreign quarter for military purposes, 
the Japanese forces will not operate 
there," he declared.

Until a Inte hour this morning 
mystery surrounded the fate of Amoy 
Island which, with a population of 
156,000, was reported to have been 
occupied by the Japanese yesterday 
morning after an Intensive bombard- 
ment from warships and planes.

Correspondent of the Hongkong Tele- 
graph reported that severe fighting 
was still proceeding in the eastern 
sector of the city, whero the Japanese 
made their first landing at 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning.

Quit Garage 


Court Gives ‘Him 
Ten Days 


A landlady of 178 Hennessy Road, 
Leung Ying, successfully brought an 
action for possession of the premisce 
opalnst her tenant, the Yot Ting 
Garage, before Mr, Justice R. E, 
Lindsell in the Summary Court this 
morning. 


Cheng Yu, manager of the Garage, 
told the Court that he had been a 


{fenont of the premises since August 


last year at a monthly rental of $45, 
Plaintiff! lived on the floor above, 
and on March 2 last he recelved a 
notice asking him to quit by April 
4. When the time arrived, howover, 
o woman named: Tal Koo who col- 
lected the rent and who, he undcr- 
stood, was a daughter of plaintiff, 
told him he could stay on if he paid 
the rent {in- advance in future. 
Before he received tho notice he had 
been one month in arrears with the 
rent, , * 


He promised Tai Koo he would 
tlve her the rent in two doys but 
when he subsequently honded It to 
\er she Baid she hand to consult 
the landlady, He did not- see her 


down and said plnintlif wanted the 
premises for her son, 


In answer to Mr. C. D’Almndn, tor

Being the younger 
son of n large family, his future pros- 
pects in the land of his birth did not 
seem any too bright. He was, how~ 
ever, a lad of parts and before he was 
ten, he was determined to sce the 
great world that lay outside the tiny 
sphere of his paternal home.

SAFEGUARDING 
HEALTH 


The health of the community 
is the concern of every person 
in it. Hongkong has yet to 
learn that lesson; and, without 
a realisation of © individual 
responsibility, a Colony of this 
sort and size must depend upon 
its medical services to 1 greater 
extent than is the case in more 
advanced countries. This is not 
to say that the medical services 
here lack anything in comparison 
with any others anywhere. 
Criticism, if there can be any, 
is of the generally apathetic 
attitude of the general public 
which, either through ignorance 
or a misconceived fatalism, does 
not take: the proper precautions 
for safeguarding its own health 
and must be watched and goaded 
and fined, sometimes, for its 
own protection. But while there 
is no fault to be found with the 
medical service existing, so far 
as efficiency and conscientious- 
ness are concerned, there does 
seem to be 2 lack of foresight on 
the part of the Government in 
the matter of provision for 
possible emergencies. In other 
words, there is rather more than 
a suggestion that the numerical 
strength of the medical authori- 
ties is insufficient, and that the 
isolation accommodation offering 
is searcely adequate. p 


It is recognised that Hong- 
kong is carrying an excess popu- 
lation of some hundreds of 
thousands of persons. But as 
long as these people are allowed 
to come into the Colony—and 
how can they be denied 
sanctuary ?--Government should 
make every cffort to protect 
their health and the health of 
the ordinary, permanent resident 
by providing every means avail. 
able for fighting disense and 
caring for sufferers. It is not & 
pleasant thing to think what 
might have happened to the 
pationts under canvas at the 
Kwong Wah Hospital, for 
instance, but for the splendid 
work of the hospital staff on the 

typhoon

a pleasant thing to think that a 
Colony of this gize still has no 
adequate isolation hospital, And 
it is a still more unplessant thing 
to realiso that’ with war all 
about Hongkong the danger 
of .epidenife is considerably 
heightened.

had stirred the juvenile imagination. 
Thus at the age of thirteen, he deter- 
mined to follow in his heroes’ foot~ 
steps, and at this tender age he left 
for the land of his drenms and future 
hopes, where, Incidentally, he was to 
spend some thirty-seven years in the 
service of the Honourable Enst India 
Compnny. 

His carcer in {ndia did not com- 
mence as others did with a mere 
clerkship in the offtces of the Com- 
pany, but was instead the more ro- 
mantic vocation of a Cadet in the 
Army, enlisting In the 7th Regiment 
Bombay NJ. His promotion, was 
rapid and at the expiration of three 
years he was made an Ensign, and 
two years Inter a Licutcnant. 


Indian Exploration 

To be a full-fledged Licutenant at 
the age of eighteen would be deemed 
quite an accomplishment for jads 
nowadays; but in that romantic 
epoch, it apparently did not scem 
anything specially extraordinary. 
Scareely had he received his com~- 
mission than he was despatched with 
a single companion, Sir John Mal- 
colm (then Colonel Malcolm) to ex- 
plore the vast stretch of territory 
stretching from northern India to 
Persia, The two adventurers suc- 
cessfully accomplished the task and 
compiled o detailed report describ- 
ing in meticulous detail the topo- 
graphy of the rugged territory they 
traversed during the course of their 
Journey. 

Sir Henry distinguished himself in 
the various campaigns jn the Qudh, 
in which more territory was brought 
under the jurisdiction of the then 
nominal masters of British India— 
the Honourable Eust India Company. 
Eventually he attained the rank of 
Lieutenant-Gencrul and was estecm- 
ed as one of the most capable of the 
Company's servants. : 


His military acumen and gencral 
administrative ability were so mark- 
ed that upon receipt ‘of the dis- 
approval of.Captain Elliot's policy as 
Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary, he 
wags ordered to proceed to Chinn and 
atlempt to “undo” what had been 


nor must the fact 
that war breeds typhus. 


This is no attempt to frighten 
anybody. It is simply a small 
effort to awaken the Colony to 
the necessity for spending money 
not alone on fortifications and 
air raid precautions. The war 
against disease is always going 
on here and, because it is 
familiar, too familiar, there is 
the danger of public apathy, and 
Government over-thriftiness. It 
is suggested in all seriousness by 
medical men that the time to 
sturt fighting epidemics is be- 
fore they have’ arrived, That 
reems to be the sane and sensible 
view. A million dollars above 
the ordinary ‘medical allotment 
is not by any means too much 
to spend for the protection of 1 
population of over w million 
persons. Persuasive vaccination 
on ships and trains coming into 
Hongkong, a@ year-round cam- 
paign . among the people . to 
encourage inoculation, the 
elimination of rats, the con- 
struction of a big, modern isola- 
tion centre, are just a few of 
the methods put forward by 
men who ought to know just. 
what is needed for combatting 
disease. And in thia campaign 
every single citizen has a part 
to: play in keeping his or her 
home and; family clean and as 
freo from all possible infection 


regarded as a major faur pas on 
the part of Captain Eliot, namely, 
the Treaty of Chuenpi, January 20, 
1841, by which Hongkong was sccurcd 
as a British settlement. 

Sir Henry Pottinger arrived ut 
Honrkong In H.MS. Plegeton on July 
29, 1841 bearing despatches inform- 
ing Captaln Elliot of Her Majesty's 
disapproval and appointing him (Sir 
Henry) to be Plenipotentiary, After 


the departure of Captain Elliot on, 


August 24, Sir Henry had a free- 
band and ut once proceeded to carry 
out his plans for the resumption ef 
the inglorious war with China, whlch 
had broken out some two years pre- 
viously over a cause which is too 
well Inown to need mentioning. ‘The 
confllet was successfully terminated 
on August 17, 1843. when he gave 
orders to his subordinates, Slr Hugh 
Gough and Sir William Parker to 
suspend hostilities, On August 20, 
the Treaty of Nanking was stened, 
confirming practically everything 
that Captuin Elliot had previously 
obtained, although of course, with 
the ndditionnl concession of the 
opening of five ports to forelgn trade 
—1n  udvantage of — tremendous 
Importance when viewed in the ght 
of the vast _ European commercial 
Intercourse with the Middte Kingdom 
during the years from the oimid- 
nineteenth century to the present 
day. 
First Governor 


In the Royal Charter of April 5, 
1843 establishing Hongkong us u 
Crown Colony, Sir Henry was up- 
pointed Governor and Commander- 
in-Chlef, confirming incidentally the 
decision of a local committce who had 
already named him for this important 
post, nnd who of course were delight- 
ed, when the Home Government :on~ 
firmed the wisdom of -their. choice, 
In tnet, Sir Henry os Her Majesty's 
Plenipotentiary had been carrying 
out all tha functions of an adminis- 
trator since the departure of Captain 
Ltnot, and had been busily engaged 
in the task of laying out the new 
city, In this respect, Sir Henry dis- 
played what his contemporaries were 
wont to call a “Yankee spirit; for 
he pushed the settlement of the com- 
munity at a rapid pace, and was 
seemingly not at all content until he 
had whipped it Into something of the 
semblance of « Colony. The build- 
ing operations alone were In them- 
selves remarinble, and those carly 
shops and dwellings were dis- 
tinguished by the solidity of their 
construction, Many of the present 
streets were already laid out, amongst 
them being Queen's Road, which then 
as now, was considered the  chict 
thoroughfare, and the aspect of the 
Intersecting streets in their generat 
plan apparently was not much 
aliiferent from those of the present 

ay. 

Nothing. was Ieft undone by — this 
Irish soldler-governor, who seemed 
to have oa premonition that his stay 
in the Colony was to be of short 
duration; for he «apparently dee 
termincd to do as much as possible 
in the shortest space of time. He

It was left, however, to 
the administration of his successor, 
Sire John Davis, 10 complete many of 
his tasks, such as for cxample, the 
problem of providing an efiicient 
pollee foree, Still, when one con- 
siders the practically endless diMfcul+ 
tles which beset this great pioneer in 
hla work of building up a Colony out 
of a void, one $s amazed at his re- 
markable success; for he was at once, 
promoter, builder, law-giver ond 
administrator. 


Feted In England 


Str Henry left the Colony on June 
16, 1844, sailing for England via 
Indin In H.M.S. Driver. He arrived 
in Bombay on July 31, and. was 
royally entertained during his stay. 
The Bombay Chamber of Commerce 
in token of his lengthy carcer in tho 
East presented him with an address 
on August 21, and’ his departure for 
home via Egypt on the 27th was 
marked with all the gala ceremony 
that the Indian people delight to 
honour those of hig high ronk. 

‘After his arrival, in England, he 
wns made a P.C., ond awarded a 

msion of £1,500 per annum. (He 
had previously been created a Baronet 
in 1840 and had. received the Grand 
Cross of the Both in August 1842). 
Everywhere he went, he was ace 
corded courtesies of every kind. The 
cities of England and Scotland vicd 
with one another in doing him. hon- 
our, London made hima member of 
some of {ts corporations, and Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow not to be outdone 
conferred upon him the freedom of 
their respective cities. Manchester 
presented him with a mugnificent 
set of plate, and Liverpool publicly 
feted him. 


Honours literally came to the 
veteran soldicr-administrator, {rom 
every hand, and the Coloniaf Olfice 
in token of his capable showing of 
forty years in the East appointed him 
in September 1846 to be the Gover- 
nor of the Cape of Good Hope. He 
remained in this post for one year, 
ond‘then was nominated to serve in 
the same capacity in Madras, Here 
he served until the yeonr 1854, when 
owing to a general physical break- 
down he was compelled to return to 
England. His health now became hls 
most pressing problem, and in a 
gallant endcavour to regain his erst- 
while vigour, he sought o more 
equabte climate and with this end In 
view, he went to Malta. There he 
died on March 18, 1850 at the age 
of 65 ycurs, Thus passed the man 
who “found Hongkong a rock and 
loft it n city."

The Danish explorer, who ty carry« 
ing out the expedition under — the 
American flag, arrived at King’s Bay 
by plane lust month, He believes he 
stahtecd the phantom Istund, between 
North-east Greenland and the North 
Pole, two years ago, when he was 
carrying out a series of exploratory 
fights over North Greenland. 

The phantom island was frst heard 
of during 1900-08, when it was 
sighted by an expedition headed by’ 
the Danish explorer, Dr. Erichsen, 
who, with two other members of the 
party, made nu long sledge trip to 
Penry's Land. Al three died of 
hunger but thetr papers showed they 
pbelieved they had seen a new Tand 
(in the Arctle Ocean, 

The Soviet airmen who flew across 
the North Pole from Russin to the 
United States last summer niso re- 
ported sighting Jand between the 
North Pole and Greenland. 

‘ Pr, Koch Js one of the prestest 
Danish explorers. He ts responsible 
for changing the map of the world 
almost as much as were the European 
diplomats who brought new frontlers 
Into being after the Grent War.

In 
an effort to “speed up” League 
games, experiments have been 
made in Sydney trial games with 
the referees putting the ball into 


scrums.
